FUR INDUSTRY IN FAR NORTH 


WIDE RANGE OF STUDY 


TOO MUCH TO ABSORB BY THE 
YOUNG IDEA 


Centre of the Fur Industry Will Now 
Move Northward—Catch Will Not 
Be Heavy This Season 


Calgary.—MeMurray, the northern 
terminal of the projected Great Water- 
ways ‘railroad, will be the future fur 
centre of the northwest in the opinion 
of J. K. Cornwall, M.P.P., who was 
in the city receni'y. Mr. Cornwall is 
suid to ‘have brought. more fur out of 
the far north than any other man, 
having got into the business years 
ago us a hunter ‘nd trapper. He was 
hunting fur arcund Calgary when 
Calgary was almost as important a 
fur centre as Fdinonton is now. 

“The inevitable result of the con- 
struction of the Great Waterways 
railroad 350 miles northwest of Ed- 
monton to the junction of the Atha- 
baska and Clearwater rivers at Fort 
McMurray will be to shift the fur 
centre to the terminal town,” he said. 
“Twenty-five years ngo Edmonton was 
the biggest fur centre in the world, but 
with the encroachiient of the rail- 
roads in the north other towns are 
springing up which are taking some of 
this trade away from her. She is fast 
losing her identity as a fur centre and 
developing into a manufacturing and 
railroad city. 

“The fur belt begins now, you might 
say, 400 miles north of Edmonton. The 
intervening country with its wealth of 
agricultural and mineral resources is 
falling under the sway of the pros- 
pector and farmer. This country is 
being settled now just as the country 
north of Calgary was being settled not 
so many years ago. 

“The junction of the Athabasca and 
Clearwater rivers was first seen by 
Peter Pond in 1769. When a railroad 
is built there from Edmonton it will 
tap 3,500 miles of waterways. 


Calgary District School Teachers 
Favor a Revision of the Curriculum 
—At the Closing Session of the Con- 
vention Some Very Excellent 
Papers Were Read—Favor a Pro- 
vincial Association. 


Calgary.—The teachers of this in- 
spectorale believe the curriculum of 
studies in the public schools to be too 
lurge and too much characterized by 
fuus, because of this fact they adopt- 
ed resolutions at the closing session of 
their annual meeting in the High 
school, asking the provincial depart- 
ment of education to make a revision. 
The resolutions were introduced by 
the resolutions committee, consisting 
of Dr. A. M. Scott, L. H. Luck, CG. 
A. Richardson and W. E. Hay, They 
follow: 4 F 

“Resolved, That this convention of 
the teachers of the Calgary inspector- 
ate urge upon the attention of the 
minister and the department of educa- 
tion the necessity for a thorough revis- 
jon of the eurriculum of studies in 
both public and high school stand- 
ards, this revision to have in view the 
object of relieving rather than further 
overcrowding the present heavy course 
of studies. Understanding that a com- 
mission has been proposed by the de- 
partment of education for the purpose 
_ of considering the revision of the pro- 
gram, we would respectfully request 
that ample representation be given on 
this commission to the public schdol 
teachers of the province.” 

The committee presented another 
resolution approving the idea of or- 
ganizing a provincial educational as- 
sociation to include all the education- 
al- interests of the province and sug- 
gesting that when a provincial teach- 
ers’ conyention can be arranged it 
should be held during the week fol- 
lowing Easter This was also adopted. 

Prof. 8. Y. Taylor then pievere a 
debate by moving that the govern- 
ment be asked to make a grant for the 
purpose of assisting the association 
financially, particularly for the pur- 
pose of bringing expert instructions to 
the city to address the teachers on 
pedagogical subjects during the an- 
nual meetings He said such a grant 
was also needed to assist in establish- 
ing a professional teachers’ library for 
this inspectorate. 

Prof. Hay took issue with him, be- 
lieving that it was asking too much of 
the government and would prove un- 
wise. -° 

Prof. W. T. Broad, of Crescent 
Heights, spoke warmly in support of 
the motion, saying that the plan is in 
vogue in most of the States, each State 
making a liberal grant for the pur- 
pose, The motion carried, and the 
teachers displayed enthusiasm over 
the idea.

MAKE GOOD CANADIANS 


MANY NATURALIZATION PAPERS 


ARE ISSUED TO NEW CITIZENS 


The Number of Naturalized Citizens 
in the Farming Section of Western 
Canada is More Than Double That 
of the Previous Year—Many Cases 
of Re-Admission to British Nation- 
ality. 


Ottawa, Ont.—The report of the sec- 
retary of state for the last fiscal year 
was tabled in the house of 
commons recently. It says that the 
number of charters issued under the 
companies’ act during the year was 
366. The total capitalization of all the 
companies for the year was $119,324,- 
$75 and the capitalization of the ex-| 
isting companies was increased by 
$82,293,000 which is more than double 
that of the largest previous year and 
within some eleven millions of the 
entire additional capitalization of the 
old companies in the last nine years. 

The report states that the number 
of naturalized citizens in the farming 
section of western Canada was more 
than double that of the .previous year 
while the record of cases of re-ad- 
mission to British -nationality indi- 
cates a fresh activity in the field of 
repatriation. 

During the year 1908, 25,731 persons 
were naturalized, of these 715 were re.| 
admitted to British nationality. Of 
these naturalized last year, 9,000 were 
from the United States, 3,982 from 
Austria, 3,046 from Russia, 1,852 from 
Italy, 1,083 from Galicia, 905 from 
Sweden, 652 from France, 580 from 
Hungary, 575 from Germany, 444 from

The thoroughbred stallion, Call Boy, 
by Plaudit, the American champion 
sire out of the world famous mare 
Imp. by Wagner, has been placed 
with Dr. Amedie Marien, who has 1 
fine two hundred acre farm at Riviere 
des Prairies. Call Boy will be mated 
with cold-blooded mares of Laval and 
adjoining counties. Call Boy is one 
of the best horses in the bureau. 

It is expected that the arrival of 
Gen. French in Canada will be an 
additional stimulus to the bureau 
work, for he is one of the greatest 
cavalry experts in the British army, 
and more than that he knows the 
troubles encountered in securing _re- 
mounts during the Boer war. The 
bureau plan will appeal strongly to 
such a man as it has already appeal- 
ed to the War Office experts who have 
looked into the work. 

Major Samuel Harris, who left 
Monteal for England recently, is of 
the opinion that the War Office will 
ask the British Government to place 
some of the Canadian Bureau stal- 
lions -on the King’s premium list, 
which will mean an annual grant to 
the bureau. This would accelerate 
the work of placing thoroughbred stal- 
lions, and is necessary for only a very 
small part of the demand has been 
Ferra Major Harris thinks that 
Alberta will lead all the other pro- 
vinces, with the possible exception of 
Quebec, in the rearing of the new 
utility type.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL @ 


Lesson X.— Fourth Quarter, For 
Deo. 5,.1909. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


Text of the Lesson, Ii Cor. vill, 1-15. 
Memory Verse, 9—Golden Text, Actes 
xx, 35—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The opening chupters of this epistie 
are very twnuch on the lines we have 
recently been atudying, those of suffer- 
ing for Christ's sake and denial of self 
that His life may be manifest and that 
we in His stead may plead with man 
to be reconciled to God, We cannot 
thus plead uuless we are showing 
something of God in our own lives. 
80 when Haul speaks of and makes 
tanifest the comfort which he bas 
found in Christ and is heard say- 
ing, “Thanks be unto God, who always 
causeth us to triumph in Christ” 
(il, 14), we feel like listening to one who 
cap thus testify. Then when he tells 
us that this sufficiency is wholly from 
God and in no sense from us (iil, 5) we 
are encouraged, for we know that He 
is no respecter of persons. But when 
we hear him say that to manifest the 
life of sons aud daughters of the Lord 
Almighty we must be separate from 
all unbelief and unrighteousness and 
darkness and cleanse ourselves from 
all filthiness of the flesh and spirit (vi, 
14-18; vil, 1) we begin to wonder if we 
really mean to give ourselves,to such a 
life. 

The lesson today on “The Grace of 
Giving” includes chapters vill and ix, 
though we bave but a few verses as- 
signed us in the former. The heart of 
it seems to be in the memory verse 
vill, 0, with which we should put iz, 15, 
“Thanks be unto for His unspeak- 
able gift.” Nothing can win us toa life 
of self denial and cheerful submission 
or work in us the grace of giving but 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
who, though He was rich, for our 
sakes becaine poor, tbat we, through 
His poverty, might be rich. How few 
consider that the familiar benediction, 
“Ibe grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be 
witb you,” is really a prayer that we 
may be as willing to become poor for 
the benefit of others as He was to 
humble Himself even unto death for 
us. “Beloved, if God so loved us we 
ought also to love one another” (1 Jobo 
fv, 11). , 

It is written of certain Macedonian 
bellevers that they “first gave their 
own selves unto the Lord,” and then, 
though very poor and greatly tried, the 
abundance of their joy caused them to 
abound in liberality (verses 1-5). No 
giving counts in the sight of God that 
is not from those who have first given 
themselves'to Him. He may respect 
the gifts of those who are seeking 
Him, as Cornellus did, but He will 
‘surely send to such somehow increased 
light that they may truly know Him. 
Paul would stimulate the Corinthians 
by the example of the Macedonians, 
and yet be comforts them by the as- 
surance that if they have a willing 
mind God will give them credit for all 
that they would do {f they bad the 
ability (verse 12). 1 am often comforted 
by the assurance that what He expects 
us to do or to give He will not fail to 
give the ability for the service, so it is 
ever an application of 1 Sam. x, 7, 
“Do as occasion serve thee,” or as in 


the margin, “Do as thine band shall « 


find.” But. there is a word in Eccles. 
ix, 10, which is also pertinent, *Whatso- 
ever thy bund findeth to do, do it with 
thy might.” In the matter of giving 
we bave the same principle in 11 Cor. 
ix, 7, “Kvery man according as he pur- 
poseth ih his beart, so let him give pot 
grudgingly or of uecessity, for God 
loveth a cheerful (hilarious) giver.” 

When we remember that whatever 
we are able to give to God we are giv- 
ing Him only that which He first gare 
to us we can readily see that there {s nq 
room to boast of our giving. Listen to 
David as he gave bis millions to the 
temple and saw bis people offer so 
willingly: “Who am I and what is my 
people that we should be able to offer 
so willingly after this sort, for all 
things come of ‘I'het, and of Thine own 
have we given thee?" (1 Chron. gx}z. 
14.) Ask bin why and how he did jt 
and hear his reply; "Because | hare 
set my affection to the house of my 
God; #* 1 bave prepared with al] my 
might for the house of my toa” if 
Chron. xxix, 2, 8. See the Israelites 
giving for the building of the taberna- 
cle until Moses had jo restralp them 
from. bringing, for the stuff they had 
brought was sufficient ang too much, 

How great an iliystration there |s 
everywhere of sowjng sparingly and 
feaping sparingly, but how few seem 
to understand the sowing bountifylly 
and the reaping boyntifully (jx, @. 3 
have for many years associated jn wy 
mind vill, 9, and iz, 8, the one telling 
of His grace that saves us and makes 
us rich to all eternity and the other of 
the all grace that He will make to 
abound toward us, that we may have 
all sutticlency in all things for every 
good work. In 1 Cor, xvi, 2, there is a 
goed plan suggested in reference to 
eiving, “Upon the frat day of the week 
let every one of you lay by him Ty 
store as God hath prospered bim,” but 
1 have found so much blessing for over 
twenty years in giving to the Lord at 
least one-tenth of all He sends me that 
1 must commend Mal. iti, 10, to all who 
will receive it. Mut the tithe might be 
considered only our duty and only that 
which is above the tithe our real offer- 
ing. Yet there must be no bondage. It 
must be done cheerfully, not with any 
grudge, whatever is done. Let it be 
‘hilarious, with a glad ‘Praise the Lord 
for rhe privilege” and a hearty “Of 
‘Thine own do we give ‘I'hee.”

There 
was a ceaseless hum fn the apartment, 
for {t was literally brown with thou- 
sands of mosquitoes, 

“It was swelteringly hot, yet every 
man had made himself as impervious 
as he could. Each man wore his coat 
buttoned up, strings were fastened 
round his cuffs, and trousers also if he 
had not on top boots. They had gaunt- 
lets on their hands, their hats were on, 
and veils hanging down covered face 
and neck. A man would stick his fork 
into a plece of meat and pop tn under 
the veil.as quickly as possible. When 
drinking their coffee the men would | 
hold the cup underneath the vel, first 
clearing out the bodies of the mosqui- 
toes which possibly bad been feeding | 
upon the hairy miner close at hand.

Stations of the Dead. 


New South Wales has seven “‘ata- 
tions of the dead.” 

“The stations referred to are as fol- 
lows: First, the mortuary station at 
Byaney, where all the funeral trains 
start from. This is a stone building 
with a good-sized platform and an 
arch right over the train, where the 


hearse stops; the whole building is | 


beautifully carved, and was erected 
in 1867, 

“There are four cemetery stations 
on the Rookwood branch, which di- 
verges from the main suburban line 
ten miles from Sydney. The branch 
line is one mile and a half long, and 
the first station on it is of the same 
style as the mortuary station in Syd- 
nev. and was erected in 1868. 

“Tho other three stations are of 
very much later design and build. One 


more is at Sandgate, four miles from |

The last is on the Woronora cemetery 
branch. which leaves the main Sonth 
Const Reilwav at Sutherland, 15 miles 
from Sydney.”

THE GLEICHEN CALL. 


THE RELIEF FROM MISERY. 


Text: “Weeping May Endue For the | blemishes, sorrows, pains and trouble, 
In the} 


Night But Joy Cometh 
Morning” (Psalm xxx, 6.)}—No 
Book So Helpful In the Matter of 
Suffering as Is the Bible—Curse of 
Death Over the World. 7 


Sunday Nov. 21.—Pastor Russell’ of 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, preached to-day 
to a crv’wded house from Psalm xxx, i, 
“Weeping may endure for the night, 
but joy cometh in the morning.” He 
No other book treats the matter of 

human woe and sorrow in the wise, 
tenuer, sympathetic, helpful manner 
@f the Bible. It assures us thut how- 
ever cold, heartless and disappointing 
the world may be and our friends 
Inay be, or those from whom we may 
have expected better things, we have, 
nevertheless, a God of sympathy—a 
God of love. No heathen religion 
knows anything of such a God, With 
them God's attributes are merely more 
or less of ferocity. Their gods are to 
be plucated and worshipped from fear 
of what they otherwise would do to 
their creatures. The God of the Bible 
assures us of his love, his sympathy, 
in all of our distresses—his interest 
in our affairs and his provision for 
the ultimate welfare of all those who 
will come into the attitude of loving 
righteousness and hating iniquity—the 
only proper attitude of heart, the only 
one which he can approve and bless 
with everlasting life. 

The Scriptures point out to us what 
we recognize to be the truth—that the 
world has been under a pall and 
blight and curse of death for six thou- 
sand years. Appropriately our text 
describes this period as a dark time 
of hard, blighting experiences, a night 
of weeping—of sorrow. In harmony 
with this figure it declares that ‘‘dark 
ness covers the (civilized) earth and 
gross darkness the heathen,” 

Not alone does this condition af- 
fect those who are in alienation from 
God through ignorance and supersti- 
tion and the power of sin, but it af- 
fects also those who have accepted 
the grace of God, who have turned 
their backs upon sin and who are 
seeking to walk in the narrow way, 
in the footsteps of Jesus. Well does 
the Apostle say, “The whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain to- 
Feet until now. And not only they, 

ut ourselves also, which have the 
first-fruits of the Spirit, even we our- 
selves groan within ourselves, waiting 
for the adoption; to wit, the redemp- 
tion of our Body,”’—the Body of which 
Jesus is the Head or Chief and we are 
symbolical members or an_under- 
priesthood (Roraans viii, 22, 23). 

There is a difference, however, be- 
tween tHe Church and the world in 
this groaning, as suggested by the 
Apostle’s words. The world groans 
aloud without alleviation, .and even 
its waiting for the manifestation ot 
the-sons of God is a waiting in ignor- 
ance, for, being out of- with 
the Eternal~One, they know not of 
his. gracious purposes and arrang 
ments—for these are: kept secret from 
all except his sanctified ones, ‘The 
secret of the Lord is with them that 
fear (reverence) him and he will show 
them his Covenant” (Psalm xxv, 14). 
These who possess the secret of the 
Lord “sorrow not as others who have 
no hope” (I, Thessalonians iv, 13). 
They “groan inwardly” and wait for 
the glorification’ of themselves and 
all'the brethren, members of the sym- 
bolical Body of Christ, by participa- 
tion in the First Resurrection. The 
hopes of these must be realized first, 
before the blessing can come to the 
“groaning creation’ in general, The 
latter are waiting for the manifesia- 
tion of the sons of God; namely, the 
Church in glory. 

’ The Bible represents itself as being 
the candle of the Lord, the lamp of 
Divine Truth and enlightenment. But 
it tells us that ite light is not for the 
world—either now or at any time fu- 
ture. Its light is only for those who 
by faith and obedience unto coh- 
secration. seek to walk in. the foot- 
ateps of Jesus. They need the light. 
God provides it for them. These are 
/ Tepresented by the Prophet as saying 
to the Lord, “Thy Word is.a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unta my 
“path” (footsteps) (Psalm cxix, 105 

is light evidently does not shine far 
into the future, but enough. for eagh 
onward step as it becomes due.

| CANADIAN. ON THE NILE 


CHARLES LEWIS SHAW WENT 
WITH THE BOATMEN. 


esting Tales of the Expedition Up 
the Great Egyptian River on the 
Gordon Relief Dash—How Capt. 
Bill Robinson of Winnipeg Was 
Identified by the Boys Afar Off. 


Charizs Lewis Shaw, editorial writer 
ea The Winnipeg Telegram, is a jour- 
Dalist who possesses ‘a copious store 
of anecdotes and reminiscences. He 
has hud a varied and adventurous ca- 
reer—and a long one, too, for Mr. 
Shaw is not as young as he looks. 
He can tell stories of east und west 
und south, and he never tires of re- 
lating incidents of expedition up the 
Nile to relieve General Gordon. Mr. 
Shaw went with the contingent of 
Canadian river-men sent to pilot the 
expedition. Navigating the Nile is a 
delicate operation, but the Canadians 
were used to running all kinds of 
twisty streams, und they performed 
their work to the Queen’s taste, as 
the old saying was. As Willium Wye 
Smith puts it in his excellent poem, 
“The Canadians on the Nile,” they 
felt that 


“O, the East is but the West, with 
the sun a little hotter; 

And the pine becomes the palm by 
the dark Egyptian water; 

And the Nile’s like many a stream 
we know that fills its brimming 


cup; 
We'll think it is the Ottawa as we 
track the butveuux up!” 


Here 1s an episode of that dramatic 
page in British history, as recalled 
by Mr. Shaw: 

lt was within two months of twenty- 
one years uwgo, but Capt. William 
Robinson, ‘‘Cuptuin Bill,’ as we of 
the olden time in Winnipeg knew 
him, will forgive the yarn, 

It is not a yarn, merely an inci- 
dent of tne Goruon Relief Expedition 
up the Nile in 1384-85, hardly worth 
recalling, if it were not to show how 
an unobtrusive Winnipegger became a 
man of note for a brief quarter of 
an hour along the historic banks oi 
the river that from the days of Moses, 
Anthony and Cleopatra has provided 
more stories than any other water- 
course in the world. 

It was in the latter end of October 
or the early part of November—it wus 
a calendarless time for us voyageurs 
of the Gordon Relief Expedition, and 
one cunnot be sure within a week or 
two—and. the advance boats of the 
expedition were fighting their way 
wearily through the worst rapids of 
the turbulent Nile above Wady Halfa, 
then the border city of Egypt on the 
river before entering the weary waste 
of deserts of the Soudan. P 

It was trying, heart-breaking work 
on the river from daylight until dark, 
and the first symptoms of homesick- 
ness were taking possession of those 
of us who had hitherto only known 
the exigencies of life in a sheltered 
home in far-off Canada, . 

One evening just before the quick 
sundown of the Soudan—there is no 
gloaming or twilight in the mystical 
Orient—the bouts of the expedition 
were drawn up at intervals that the 
rupid strewn river would permit. 
‘There was the intense quiet of the 
coming Egyptian night undisturbea 
by the exhausted men of the expedi- 
tion of toil and the only sound wus 
that of the storied river that a few 
duys before hud swept the walls of 
Khartoum, where the Great Christian 
Knight of the nineteenth century was 
battling, a prisoner, against the mv- 
rigd hordes of Arab Africa, The sil- 
‘ence was suddenly broken by the 
sound of a steamboat’s whistle, and 
soon we could hear above the sub- 
dued roar of the river the beating oi 
the screw of a small steam launch. 

A number of Canadians had collect- 
ed from the various bouts—with the 
clannishness of our kind — and we 
stood and watched with curious and 
professional interest the masterly 
manner in which the , approaching 
boat took advantage of every eddy 
and back-water of the swiftly flowing 
river, 

“he man that’s at that wheel,” 
suid Jim McBurney, a veteran Minne- 
gota man, eyeing the workmanlike 
manner. the launch was handled, 
“knows his. business.” 

He did. Years at the helm of many 
a steamboat on the Red River of the 
north had taught that steersman 
much, 

“1 wonder who it can be?” said 
Col, Kennedy, strolling up to the 
group of Manitoba voyageurs, near! 
all of whom he had known in civil 
life on the border of the Red River. 

“Some big gun, I would think, 
sir,” said Larry Clark, now the clerk 
of the High Court at pega: 

“Big gun or not,” said Jack Doyle, 
the best steersman that ever put hand 
to tiller on the Nile. ‘The man 
thut’s pushing that wheel knows fast 
water when he sees it.”

FRUIT CULTURE IN B.C 


What Will Be Huge Industry Is Just 
In Its Infancy Now. 


Fruit culture in British Columbia 
{s fast becoming the most important 
industry in the 
ples, peaches, 
and ever 
cultivated 
results, 
the Coldstream Ranch at Vernon, 
{ some yeurs ago and is now develop- 

ing its fruit resources us a lurge part 
of the operations of his holdings. 
His Lordship’s twenty-acre patch pro- 
duced $10,000 worth of Northern Spies 
last year. Other equally good results 
are reported in other districts of the 
province. One cherry tree at Pentic- 
ton produced eight hundred pounds 
of fruit, and another at Agassiz one 
thousand pounds. What would: be the 
result of an acre of as many such 
trees as the soil is capable of feed- 
ing, can be imagined and calculated. 

In Okanagan instances are reported 
of profits of from $500 to $600 per 
acre. At Kelowna, nine tons of pears 
and ten tons of prunes per acre are 
said not to be uncommon. Four acres 
of strawberries near Victoria return- 
ed the owner of the land $2,598 net. 
Another owner reported 12,556 pounds 
of berries on one and a half acres, 
which sold for over $1,200. 

Nectarines, apricots, figs, almonds 
and several other of the less hardy 
fruits and nuts, have been tried with 
success. It is contended by those 
with prot h igs that any fruit or vege- 
tuble which can be grown three hun- 
dred miles south of the International 
boundary line, can be produced in 
British Columbia. 

This fruit industry can hardly be 
said to have commenced in British 
Columbia. It has just passed that 
point in the State of Washington 
where there-are now over 100,000 
acres planted out against barely 7,000 
acres in 1901, 


Should Be Linked Up. 

~ That Newfoundland should be in- 
corporated with the Dominion as one, 
of the provinces of Canada was the 
theme of a splendid address given by 
Hon, A. B. Morine, former Finance 
Minister and Minister of Fisheries of 
that colony, before the Canadian Club 
of Winnipeg recently. 

One of the chief reasons for this 
amalgamation was that of defence. 
An enemy controlling Newfoundland 
would also control all the» shipping 
trade of the Dominion, The Govern. 
ment sitting at Ottawa in time of war 
would realize fully the desirability ot 
control, There was also the great 
question of trade relations with the 
United States, Proposals for recipro 
cal trade had been made on several 
occasions and these proposals had 
failed chiefly for the reason that there’ 
were two men dealing with the United 
States, the representative of Canada 
and the representative of Newfound- 
land, when there ought to have been 
but one. There was also the question 
of immigration to¢ be considered. 
Canada was spending millions in or- 
der to add to her population. In the 
ancient colony, there were 260,000 of 
the best people that the world con- 
tained. Why should Canada not make 
some effort to secure these people for 
the Dominion? 

The speaker gave information with 
reference to the country in which he 
has spent 24 years, It had been dis- 
covered 123 years before the Pilgrims 
landed at Plymouth. Progress in the 
country had been slow in earlier 
vests owing to the fact that it had

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IN THE WHEAT ELDORADO. 
Englishman Tells of His Itnvestiga- 


tions In the West. 


The farmers were returning from a 
week-end trip to Calgary, and the 
of the giant Canadian 
was crowded with as 
jolly and prosperous a set of men as 
one could wish to meet, writes F. A. 
Mackenzie in The London Daily Mail. 
They were farmers of the old type in 
a new land, none of your thin- Yeoded 
and worried-looking folk weighed 
down with thoughts of big rents and 
heavy taxes, but big, muscular, and 
apparently without a care in the 
world. 

“Give me horses,” said one. “I 
made as much éut of my horses as 
out of my wheat this year, and 
had twenty times more fun with 
them. Prices are going to better 
every year for five years to come. Let 
us do what we like, we cannot breed 
enough for all the new people coming 
here. I sold a nice pair to-day for 
$400 apiece. I could sell every 
beast I have on my ranch ten times 
over and name my own price to 
them.” 

‘Wheat is good enough for me,” 
said a second. “I have averaged 
thirty-five bushels an acre this sea- 
son and I farm two sections (1,380 
acres). I shall get over ninety cents 
a bushel. That is all right for land 
I bought five years ago for $12 an 
acre, 

“A banker from Spokane down in 
my district has beaten you,” said a 
third. “He bought. two sections two 
ears ago for $8.50 an acre. He got 
and cheap, I suppose, because he 
was a_ banker. e knew nothing 
about farming, so he had everything 
done by contract—breaking, plowing, 
fencing. seeding, and reaping. From 
his first season’s crop he paid for 
the cost of his land and every ex- 
pense, and had a clear profit left of 
$2 an acre! That is what I call a 
record.” . 

An Englishman who was present 
ventured to ask some questions and 
the farmers promptly proceeded to 
instruct him. “Southern Alberta is 
God's own country,” said one of them. 

You need make no mistake about 
that. We have the climate, we have 
the land, and we are getting in the 
money. Eight years ago this was 
a ranching country, with numerous 
farms scores of square miles in ex- 


tent, given up to big herds. The 
ranchers tried to keep the farmers 
back. When a man bought a half 


section for wheat-growing his neigh- 
bors would visit him and tell him all 
the hard-luck stories they could in 
order to frighten and send him off. 
If he could not be frightened trouble 
began. Great herds of cattle would 
stampede over his land and trample 
the crops down. Bad fires would 
start mysteriously sround his home, 
and so on, 

“But the rancher had to go. 
day the old-time ranches have prac- 
tically simi wees and all the good 
land in Southern Alberta is taken up 
with mixed farming. Most of it is 
held by Americans. I suppose that 
nine out of every ten of the people 
between the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way and the Uni States border 
have come up from the south. They 
make first-rate farmers, they have 
money to start, they know the ways 
of work, and they have nothing to 
unlearn. And their sons are going 
to make good Canadian citizens. Sure! 

“Two years ago you could have 
bought wheat land in Southern Al 
berta for from $8 to $12 An acre. To- 
day you would pay $30 to $40 an 
acre for good land, and ‘it is worth it. 
This has been an exceptional season, 
and large numbers of men owning a 
half section (320 acres) have been 
able to put $6,000 in the bank from 
the harvest. Some of the best land 
gives as much as sixty bushels an 
acre, but that is quite out of the com- 
mon, The average man who looks 
after things ought to obtain from 
twenty-five to thirty bushels an acre, 
or if he is on irrigated land thirty- 
five bushels. The land costs $5 to 
$7 an acre to farm. The wheat real- 
izes here about twenty cents a bushel 
less than Chicago prices, the twent; 
cents going for elevator charges, deal- 
ers, commissions, and freight. We 
might put eighty-five cents a bushel 
as about the ordinary amount re- 
ceived by the farmer here. Now, 
you can reckon yourself that twenty- 
five bushels at even eighty cents a 
bushel brings $20 an acre, Many a 
man to-day is making a profit of $15 
and more an acre from his wheat 
land. A section (640 acres) is a fair 
size for a farm, Do you wonder that 
same of us are now beginning to go 
to» California for the winter or that 
phere are already talking of retir- 
ing

tres to which men scattered over 
many miles of territory come for news 
from the loved ones ut home. 

For several weeks past the mails for 
Gowganda have been delivered to 
Long Pointe Lake, 12 miles east of 
Gowganda, From this point men pack 
the mail sacks on their backs over 
the roud cut, which is now being 
stumped and prepared for the grad- 
ers, Four big sacks of muil were 
brought in the other morning. As no 
second-class matter is being ‘packed 
through this meang that the sacka 
were ed to the top with letters, 
There must have been thousands of 
them, and the postal staff were engag- 
ed for. hours in sorting them. This 
was no easy task as the postoffice .is 


located in a little building scarcely ; 


larger than a packing case,

WOMAN IN ENGLAND. 


Wife of Britain's Prime Minister Has 
| One of the Finest Complexions In 
|- the Land and Women Say It Is 

Applied—She Is a Talented Actress 
' In Private Aftaire—She Remembers 
| Everybody at the Right Time. 


A bright and intimate sketch of 
| the wife of Britain’s Prime Minister 
Qppears in Current Literature, Mrs. 
Asquith has made the social history 
of more than one season since heg 
husband become Premier, and that, it 
seems, because nobody can resist her. 

Photography is notoriously unjust 
to the contour of Emma Alice Mar- 
guret Tennant Asquith’s mischievous 
face, a point insisted upon in those 


descriptions of loveliness which 
adorn the columns of so many society 
organs in London and Paris, Her 


eyes, her nose, her cheeks, her chin 
and the trick of her tongue in pro- 
truding timidly between two rows of 
| immavulate teeth afford subjects to 
the ablest paragraphera in the per- 
eonal journalism of the world. The 
eyes, to begin with, are mischievous. 
They can be homes of silent prayer, 
too, upon occasion, it seems, and 
they are as grey os squirrels. In the 
ludy’s laughing hours—and she laughs 
| go readily that one detects her pres- 
ence by the mere music of her merri- 
ment—the eyes seem deeply and pellu- 
cidly blue. The eyebrows are the.de- 
apair of all portrait painters, and are 
matched by lashes, long, sweeping 
and golden, 

No woman in London society can 
be persuaded that Mra. Asauith dis« 
penses with the services of a com- 
plexion expert. She is no longer, of 
course, in the first flush of youth, for 
| her thirtieth year has come and gone 
| long since. She has been a wife for 
fully fifteen years, but her skin is as 
white, as satiny and as translucent as 
if she had been born last autumn. 
The countenance, while rosy, is desti- 
tute of that tendency to extreme red- 
ness about the upper cheeks and at 
the chin, which renders so many an 
English beauty a fright—at times. 
Certein ungallant insinuations that 
the lady steams her face twice a week 
have been the theme of gossipers in, 
trivial prints, but the authorized as-, 
sertion that paints and powders ure 
| never resor to by the lady’s maid 
is implicity accepted as final. Mrs. 
| Asquith’s complexion is the result, it: 
| seems of a liberal utilization of cream 
| and porridge as articles of diet when’ 
she was in the nursery. She was 
never out of bed after nine o’clock 
in her life until she was nineteen, ac-, 
cording to another biographer; and: 
she never leaves her bed in the morn- 
ing until ten o'clock, unless some do- 
mestic critics of exceptional import- 
ance necessitates such recklessness. 
The absence of wrinkles ffom her _ 
brow und the smoothness of her skin 
where crows’ feet might not unrea- 
sonably be expected now, are attribut- 
ed to a skillful system of Swedish 
massage. 

However, it is the expression of the 
countenance of ‘‘Margot,” to give her 
her pet name, which constitutes its 
pereninal charm. The nose is un- 
deniably inconsequential and _ critics: 
have objected to the size and shape 
of the mouth. The chin—to quote 
the expression of a writer in “Lhe 
London Throne—is “too saucy.” But 
the fuce as a whole is inexpressibly 
ravishing in its perpetual transitions 
from the grave to gay, from the di- 
vine wistfulness of a Mona Lisa to 
the contugious hilarity of a Beatrice. 
That circumstance alone accounts for 
the prodigious popularity won by 
“Margot” in the private theatricals 
she is never weary of organizing for 
the delectation of country house par- 
ties. On the stage, the wife of the 
British Prime Minister, according to 
those competent critics, the reporters 
for the society pepers,-would have re- 
duced the most brilliant of French 
actresses to an imbecility of envy. 
No one outside the precincts of all 
that is finest in social London under 
King Edward’s sway has been privi- 
leged to witness “Margot” in her 
glorious impersonations. The one-act 
plays of a well-known  statesman’s 
wife afford Mrs, Asquith her beat 
parts. She hes upee occasion essay- 
ed even Ophelia in the mad scene, 
but as a general thing she seems her- 
self, her own mischievous, irresist- 
ible, adorable self, only in what is 
technically described as the lightest 
juvenile. ‘‘Margot’’ shows her audi- 
ence the girl in love through the me- 
dium of many delightful little touches 
and her play of feature is wonderful. 
Then there is the voice—loud, yet al- 
ways musical, high but not shrill. 
Mrs. Asquith is one of the very few 
society women in England, who has 
no fear of the sound of her own voice. 
She can “halloo” quite audibly across 
a felt field and does it deliciously. 

The character of this gifted lady ia 
Gallic rather than British. That re- 
pose of manner which is presumed 
to denote the daughter of a hundred 
earls she has, to employ an Ameri- 
canism, no use for. Her manner ex- 
presses every shade of every emotion, 
as The London World affirms, each 
delicate gradation of feeling, with u 
touch so direct and fine that one car- 
ties awxy the impression from her 
merest nod of an intense capacity to 
live. She forgets nobody aot, remem- 
bers everything, even one’s sick aunt 
and the baby’s exact age. Her in- 
terest in life is incredibly personal. 
Mrs. Asquith is always eager to learn 
the likes and dislikes of people, their 
past history and their present pros- 

cis, These details she arrives as 
| without the slightest trace of an im- 
| Rasa pe curiosity. She is interested 


the people she meets, and she takes 
care to meet only the people who in- 
terest her. To this one fact, possibly, 
is due her success as a matchmaker. 
Not one murriuge in Londen society 
mde by the wife of the Prime Minia- 
ter hag yet turned out a failure, and 
she has made, if we may trust the 
gossips, dozens. Mrs. Asquith regards 
murrixge as the supreme duty of man 
especially when he has money,
